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SELECTMEN’S REPORT -1975 


We started the year out by purchasing a new town truck after an extensive study 
of prices from various garages. The old town truck was sold and we credited the 
General Fund with the proceeds. At the same time we purchased a 1971 Chevrolet 
pickup in order to save expenses on the larger trucks. It was the feeling of the 
Selectmen that it wasn’t a good idea to use the large trucks for running errands - 
checking roads, cutting brush, etc. 

Several meetings were held with the State Aeronautical Board to discuss land 
development around the airport. A formal study is 'being made of the airport area by 
two New Hampshire firms for the State. 


The insurances on all real estate and personal property owned by the Town was 
renewed and corrected according to present values. 

The Selectmen reviewed several unsanitary sewer and health situation, and 
worked to try and correct them. 

A new committee was formed for the care of the Cemetaries in town, and our 
congratulations for a job well done. 


Several visits were made to the Town Hall in Clarendon Flats, and the building 
was found to be in bad need of repairs. The items in the attic were sold and we 
credited the General Fund with the proceeds. 

The Federal flood insurance program was reviewed and adopted for the town. 
This program makes flood insurance available to building owners in certain areas 
that flood occasionally and places restrictions on added buildings in those areas. 
Some time was spent studying the possibility of a joint dump for Clarendon and 
Wallingford. 

The reconstruction of bridge #26 on highway #23 was completed. 


Interim zoning was adopted in July. This allows us to have a plan for the town 
until people can have a chance to vote on regular zoning. 

Reconstruction of a stretch of Hignway #3, which we considered one of the more 
hazardous places for School busses, was begun. During the summer of 1976 we 
would like to backtop and finish the project. 

The new machine shed for town equipment has been completed. The building is 50 
feet by 35 feet and will house the town equipment. It is completely enclosed and will 
be locked in order to stop vandalism and theft. Also, the equipment should be kept 
in out of the weather when it is not in use. 


We hold meetings on the second and fourth Mondays of each month at 7:30 P.M. 
These meetings are usually held at the Town Clerk’s office. We would like to 
encourage members of the community to attend these meetings.

Because of the fine attitude of the Firemen, Ladies Auxiliary and Townspeople 
we achieved many goals in 1975 which were but a dream only a few years ago. 

We now have our new pumper,* a low bann radio system, and a new fire station 
in Chippenhook. The pumper cost was $27,094.20 of which $15,000.00 was borrowed 
through an FHA loan. The first payment of $1,462.00 is due in May. The radio 
system consists of radios in three of our four trucks and a base unit, their total cost 
was $4,094.73. This money was raised by the Auxiliary and the radios are paid for in 
full. Our Chippenhook Fire Station is a two bay station built near Mr.Mike 
McClellans farm at a cost of approximately $4,500.00. It was .because of a great deal 
of generosity from a great many people that these goals have been accomplished.

If you are unable to store these items until our annual 
pick-up, which starts in May, give anyone of the Firemen a call and it will be picked 
up and stored by the Fire Department.

It is my pleasure as Director of the Rutland Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. 
to present our Annual Report for the fiscal year ending December 1975. 

The health care demands continue to grow and our agency is always striving to 
provide the best possible care to people in their homes. Health care cost has 
increased to a startling figure but our service is still one of the least expensive. It 
appears to be more satisfactory to the patient and family if the care can be provided 
at home. It has also proved to be cheaper to provide. Home Health services are now 
being recognized as a very important part of the Total Health care. 


Well Child Conference Clinics. We also contract with several schools in the County to 
provide school nursing. Pre-natal classes are conducted on a regular basis for 
expectant parents with follow-up care in the home for the newborn and mother when 
the need arises. 

We continue to work closely with other community resources so as to bring 
continuity of care to all patients that we serve. 

Starting in January 1976, we will have a new service available for our area popul¬ 
ation. We have started a dialysis team which will provide a dialysis helper to an 
individual that needs this service in his home. This program was created because of 
requests of need. 

Total direct services into the home that have been provided to your town are as 
follows: 

Skilled Nursing Care 187 visits 

Physical Therapy 26 visits 

Speech Therapy 4 visits 

Occupational Therapy 0 visits 


Homemaker—Home Health Aide

physicians utilizing our staff to check problems of patients when they cannot make a 
home visit. 

We are always happy to provide nursing staff for any event that requires skilled 
nursing for your town. Please feel free to call on us for your needs; this is what we 
are here for. 

We are looking forward to another busy year continuing to serve the people of 
your town and striving for the best quality of health care.

HI REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 



On September 8, Clarendon’s students in grades 7—12 joined those from 
Shrewsbury and Wallingford to enter their new Mill River Union High School. The 
opening of this new school marks the beginning of a new era for education in 
Clarendon. For the first time ever the town, as part of the union, will have its own 
high school, giving people the opportunity to have a voice in its operation and in 
determining the kind of educational program available to their youngsters. As part 
of the new Rutland South Supervisory Union, consisting of the same three towns/ 
there is also the new opportunity to develop a coordinated 1—12 instructional 
program. 

The elementary program, for grades 1 through 6 and including the pre-school 
program, is now being housed entirely within the new elementary school building. 
Improvements which have made this possible include - providing additional storage 
space and room dividers for the open classroom area; relocating the principal’s office 
and the remedial reading area; and constructing a second set of stairs to the second 
floor classroom making it available for instructional purposes. The two room school 
building is being rented to the Superintendent for office space which eliminates the 
expense of operating the building and provides some income from rent. 

Principal Thomas Lewis and his entire staff should be commended for the 
outstanding work which they are doing. Clarendon has an instructional program 
which they can be truly proud of and the credit belongs to the staff and the School 
Board for their efforts. The taxpayers should also be commended for their continued 
support of the elementary school program and in particular to the support which 
they have given to approving and building the new union high school. Clarendon is 
also fortunate to have an active parent’s club which helps the school with numerous 
projects and provides a much needed link between the school and the home.

From July 1, 1974 through June 30, 1975 interest in the 
amount of $1,355.73 was realized from this fund. This sum has been turned over to 
the Treasurer of the Town of Clarendon and is included in the Table H, Receipts, of 
the financial report of the School Directors.
